(P)—Blazing a new sky trail around 
the globe, Wiley Post and Harold 
Gatty deseended on a muddy, rain- 
swept field here late today and then 
retired to a hotel preparatory to head- 
ing into the east early tomorrow for 
New York, starting point of their 
adventure. 

Hardly had the monoplane Winnie 
Mae settled to earth at 4:55 p. m.,, 
M. S. T. (6:35 p. m., E. 8S. T.) after 
a 10-hour 1,450-mile journey from 
Fairbanks, Alaska, before the airmen 
began charting the final stages of 
their flight. 7 

Whe take-off from Edmonton was 
set for3a.m., M. S. T. (5 a. m, E. 
S. T.) tomorrow, but when the fliers 
lay down for’'a few hours’ rest they 
were uncertain whether they would 
stop at Detroit. or Cleveland or fly 
non-step to New York. 

Today’s travel brought their total 
to approximately 13,500 miles. The 
aggregate mileage for the round trip 
was estimated at 16,000 when they 
left New York last Tuesday. 

The great cirele route direct from 
Edmonton to New York is 2,038 miles. 
An intermediate stop would increace 


the distance. 

Their plane was moved from 
Blatchford field, where a crowd of 
severgl thousand greeted them, to an 
adjacent paved street for tomorrows 
take-off, 

A drenched crowd of several thou- 
sand broke police lines and sped to- 
ward the far side of .the field, about 
1,000 yards from the Hangar, where 
the Winnie Mae came to rest. 

They were not too tired, however 
to supervise closely the operation o 
a tractor which was required to tow 
their plane through ankle-deep mud to 
shelter. The fliers also declined to 
enter a limousine to carry them to a 
lane was berthed.

a. m. (8:24 a. m., BE. 8S. T.) today, 
fighting rain and murky skies to com- 
plete the Edmonton leg in approxi- 
mately 10 hours.

J. Dewitt Carter, a former vice 
president of Caldwell & Company, 
and also .of its subsidiary, the Bank 
of Tennessee, testified 
to “almost daily’ conferences with 
Caldwell in which he (Carter) pro- 
tested irregularities in the trust de- 
partment. 

He said the first he knew 
matters was on February 6, 1930, 
when he received an inter-office com- 
munication from E. A. Goodloe, who 
had supervision over the trust de- 
partment. Caldwell said he prompt- 
ly issued orders correcting the mat- 
tere complained of. 

The next he knew of such condi- 
tions, he said, was on October 23 
when he received another communica- 
tion from Goodloe. Witnesses have 
testified, however, that between these 
dates Goodloe complained of alleged 
trust irregularities in numerous let- 
ters. some of which were addressed 
to Carter. None was addressed to 
Caldwell. 

The indictment charges that the 
Hardeman agreement, specifying mu- 
nicipal bords as collateral, was vio- 
lated by the withdrawal of munici- 
pals and the substitution of securi- 
ties of the less value.

BUSINESS IMPROVED 
IN SOUTH AMERICA

WASHINGTON, June 30.—(#)— 
Definite improvement in business con- 
ditions in a number of South Ameri- 
can countries has been noted by Amer- 
ican trade officials. 

The department of commerce said 
today in its weekly review that a 
slight but perceptible upward trend 
was reported from Brazil and Argen- 
tine with fairly good business in Porto 
Ri¢o. 

The improvement in Brazil and Ar- 
gentine was credited largely to im- 
provement in exchange. Department 
representatives in Brazil reported that 
domestic industries have been the chief 
beneficiaries of the improvement but 
that during July resumption of buy- 
ing imported merchandise to replen- 
lish depleted stocks may be expected. 

The Argentine improvement was 
credited both to better peso exchange 
and higher grain prices. The crop out- 
look was reported as favorable. Dull- 
ness continued in mining activities. 

Porto Rican business was reported 
fairly: good with the statement, how- 
ever, that the summer dullness is ex- 
i!nected to be accentuated by reduced 
income due to low prices of sugar.

WASHINGTON. June 30.—(7)—

The president made this announce- 
ment today in a telegram to John L. 
Lewis, president of the United Mine 
Workers of America, who had asked 
him to call a conference to consider 
the industry’s problems; 

“The administration is desirous of 
lending every possible assistance to 
any constructive program put forward

by operators and miners,” Mr, Hoo- 
ver said. 

He added he had asked Secretaries 
Lamont and Doak to advise him as 
to the present attitude of those direct- 
ly concerned in the industry as well 
as all others interested in the bi- 
tuminous coal situation. 

The president called attention to 
the fact that “the many intricate eco- 
nomic problems and competitive con- 
ditions existing in a majority of the 
bituminous coal mining districts” are 
of general knowledge and have been 
the subject of investigation and study 
by both federal and state agencies. 

Lewis’ request for action by the 
government was made in an effort to 
reach an agreement whereby miners’ 
living conditions could be improved 
through stab‘lization of the industry. 

Years before the present economic 
depression, the bituminous coal fields 
of the country began to suffer from 
over-production with consequent price 
euts among the many companies. 
Operators hiring non-union labor cut 
wages and many smaller companies, 
forced to pay the. union scale, went 
out of business. 

Wholesale mergers of operating 
companies with resultant limitation 
and regulation of production has been 
advanced as one of the most potent 
forces for stabilization. 

Strikes in western Pennsylvania, 


Ohio and West Virginia with several 
thousands of miners idle have added 
in recent weeks to the troubles of 
the industry. Both union and non- 
union workers walked out in protest 
Against wage cuts or in demand for 
higher wages and shorter working

The status of the Wailing Wall 
i Jerusalem has «been cleared up 
by a unanimous report of the League 


of Nations’ committee that went to 
study the question on the spot. First 
reactions indicate that the orthodox 
Jews are satisfied with the commit- 
tee’s recommendations, which give the 
Jews free acec s to that ancient 
shrine. Political demonstrations 
around the wall are forbidden. This 
applies to Jews and Arabs alike. 
Ownership of the wail remains in 


| Moslem hands. 


That the proposed settlement does 
not exclude the possibility of new 
disturbances, must be clear to any- 
one who has followed recent events 
in the Holy Land and who knows 
something of to what lengths Arabic 
fanaticism may go when aroused by 
the Moslem leaders. One man who 
(loes not seem satisfied with the set- 
tlement is our old friend Aj Hamin 
Husseini, the mufti of Jerusalem. 
This delicious gentleman, who would 
easily make a fortune in Hollywood 
on the strength of his marvelous face 
and beard alone, objects that the Jews 
retain too many privileges. Now the 
mufti sits in a gorgeous palace over- 
looking the divine gardens around 
the Omar mosque. It is one of the 
most beautiful places on earth. ° 

King Solomon, that connoisseur of 
antiquity, laid out the terrace, on 
which he constructed the Hebrew 
temple. ‘Today it is the mufti’s do- 
main. No Jew ever laid claim to it. 
The mufti told me once that Pro- 
fessor Einstein wanted the mosque 
urea restored. to the Jews, but this 
charge resulting from a misreading 
of one of Einstein’s speeches, made 
the great savant only laugh. In con- 
trast with the mosque gardens, full 
of shady trees, cool galleries, faience 
fountains and spacious kiosks, is the 
squalid, 1 would say the sordid en- 
vironment of the Wailing Wa'l. It 
is nothing more than a narrow blind 
alley, a box of crumpling blocks of 
stone in front of which Orthodox 
Jews from all lands come to mourn 
the departed glory of Jerusalem. This 
is all they have. No temple, no sanc- 
tuary, just a little stone square to 
stand upon before a wall which they 
do not own. The mufti doesn’t want 
eee old Jews even to have that com- 
ort. 

A rationalist may argue that a 
good charge of dynamite might rid 
the world forever from the bone of 
contention that is the Wailing Wall, 
but that is not the way they look 
upon it in Jerusalem. The Moslems 
have also discovered sacred ties that 
bind them to the wall. Mohammed's 
horse, Borak, rested here one night 
on its flight to heaven. When you 
have people putting in claims of that 
kind, rationalism is a long way off 
yet.

It is pbinted out here that there 
is no need for nervousness because 
tomorrow is the day on which the 
Hoover plan would have come into 
operation while nothing decisive has 
been accomplished. 

July 1 still can mark the beginning 
of the year of relief, because Ger- 
many’s actual payments to the bank 
for international settlements are not 
due until July 15, thus giving another 
fortnight margin of safety for final 
arrangements which could be made 
retroactive. 

If, contrary to expectations, the ne- 
gotiations at Paris should fail, then, 
it is said, Germany would be faced 
with the immediate necessity of ap- 
plying for a transfer moratorium in 
accordance with the provisions of the 
Young plan. 

Meanwhile some newspapers of the 
right comment with an appearance of 


satisfaction that now for the first 
time in the history of reparations, an- 
other power is negotiating with 
France on Germany's behalf. 

It is generally agreed, despite dif- 
ferences of opinion abroad, that Ger- 
many, at this stage of the game, must 
hold aloof, making no attempt to in- 
teriere in the battle of diplomacy 
which is being fought out between 
Washington and Paris. 

Chancellor Bruening will not, leave 
Berlin until the Franco-American

LAVAL GIVEN FREE REIN

ket in the world. 

From this point onward, so far as 
the world pays attention to the nego- 
tiations between France and America, 
it is likely there will be overemphasis 


on agreement with the French if that 


comes about, and overemphasis in the 
other direction upon failure to agree 
if that should be the outcome. 

Assuming the end to be agreement, 
most of the happy effects of that have 
already been discounted. Further busi- 
ness recovery must depend on improve- 
ments in fundamental conditions in 
widespread quarters having nothing to 
do with intergovernment debts. 


On the other hand, if the French 
should fail to agree absolutely on 
all details of a plan of postponement, 
and if postponement should have to 
come about through the mechanism 
of the Young plan, the effect of that 
likewise has been largely discounted 
through the disinfecting process 
which President Hoover brought about 
by opening the whole thing up and 
letting in the air and light. It is 
possible that failure of the French to 
agree and recourse to the Yolng plan 
thus made necessary need not be fol- 
lowed by any abnormal political de- 
velopments in Germany. It is most 
unlikely that the unhappy course which 
was under way two weeks ago could 
how resume after there has been so 
much disinfeeting publicity. 

The end that was anticipated and 
was on its way when Mr. Hoover 
acted was financial paralysis in Ger- 
many accompanied by a political 
crisis in which communism would 
contend with fascism and Germany 
would embrace one or the other of 
these political philosophies. The net 
of the best judgment is that if all 
this had happened, or should es 
pen, it would be fascism that wouid 
triumph. Even that outcome, almost 
fantastically improbable as it is, 
should have no great terrors for a 
world that has been used to it for 
10 years in Italy.

Flew Blind Over Bering Sea, 
Wiley Post Reveals in Alaska 


NOME, Alaska, June 30.—(®)— 
Wiley Post and Harold Gatty pre- 
ferred death in the Bering sea to 
eracking up their ship later on their 
dash to New York, they said yesterday 
when they arrived at Solomon, near 
here, from Khabarovsk, Siberia. 

“We experienced every kind of 
weather imaginable coming to Solo- 
mon from Khabarovsk,” Post said as 
he climbed from the plane. 


“TI flew for three hours and a half 
Sunday night with the weather so 
thick that I didn’t see more than the 
glass on the cockpit windows at any 
time,” Post declared between mouth- 
fuls of fried chicken as he watched 
mechanics refueling the ship. 


“IT thought then, well, I would 
rather croak flying across the Bering 
sea than crack the ship down south 
after we're almost home. We managed 
finally to see enough light to guide 
the ship safely here but all the way 
across the Bering sea we saw miles 
and miles of ice floes moving steadily 
northward into the straits. The cold 
and haze prevented us from going to 
a high altitude. We tried it once and 
almost froze to death. 

For the last 200 miles into Solomon 
we flew above clouds and did not drop 
beneath them until within about 10 
miles of Solomon.” 

Post paid high tribute to Gatty as 
a navigator and gave his slight com- 
panion much credit for the success of 
the flight so far. Gatty in turn said 
Post was the master of the flight and 
“some flyer.” 

“I thought we were gone once,” 
Gatty said. “but I know now when 
Wiley is at the stick we're going to 
pull through.” 

Although the fliers were under a 
nervous strain when they landed at 
Solomon both were in excellent spirits 
and seemed certain they would have 
very little difficulty for the remainder 
of the trip.

ABOUT THIS CHAMPION— 


Schmeling is a ‘‘lead-in’’ boxer. He carries his weight well 
forward on the balls of his feet. He moves like a cat around the 
ring. Sparring partners shuffle and scrape their large shoes 
over the canvas but Schmeling never makes a sound. 

Max was working this afternoon on weaving and 
bobbing in what passes for an imitation of Jack Demp- 
sey’s style.
